Peculiar Chinese Costomi. 


The customs of the Chinese in tha 


matter of death and burial are certainly 
peculiar. Infants are buried summarily 
•without coffins, and the young are in- 
terred with few rites, but the funerals 
ot the nged of both sexes are elaborate 
in proportion to the number of the de- 
scendants and to their •wealth. When a 
childless married man dies; his •widow 
may perform, all the duties of a son to- 
ward him, may remain in his house and 
may adopt children to reairas his heirs 
and as •worshipers of the family manes. 
If his widow purposes marrying again, 
a youug rnale relative may, with the 
consent of senior members of the clan, 
undertake the services expected from a 
eon and may inherit the estate of the 
deceased.
